ASQUITH THE CENTRAL FIGURE. 


His Intervention Kept Many from 
Voting. Against the Government.

LONDON, Thursday;>. March . 15.—The 
Daily Chronicle’s Parliamentary , corre- 
spondent. writigg last night, says: 

“Mr. Asquith was the central figure 
in the debate of the Indian cotton duties 
today.

$14,681,600,000 Realized From 
Resources of Every Natare 
During Same Period. 


PARIS, March 14.—At the end of June 
France will have spent during the war 
in round figures 838,000,000,000 francs, 
according to a report made by Raoul 
Peret, reporter of the Budget Commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Deputies, in be- 
half of the committee, on the provisional 
credits asked by the Government for the 
second ‘quarter of the year. The re- 
sources of every nature realized during 
the same period Are estimated by M. 

M. Peret in his report proposes on be- 
half of the Budget Committee increased 
taxation and certain reductions in ex- 
penditures., It° would appear from the 
report of M. Peret that the amount of 
the short-term national bonds in circu- 
lation at the end of February was 14,- 
500,000,000 francs. 

In addition to her expenditurgs, France 
has. advanced to her Allies 8,875,000, 
000, making a total outlay since Aug. 1, 
1914, of 87,000,000,000 francs. 

M. Peret gives a table of extraordinary 
or normal resources, effective, or prob- 
ably effective, by June 30. Included in 
this are loans made in:the United States 
amounting to 2,188, ,000 francs. The 
bonds placed in England, it is figured, 
will yield 5,927,128, 3 ; 

The Budget. Committee regrets that 
the Government has not stimulated in- 
ternal production and that it waited too 
long defore restricting consumption.

-The place was a shambles of German 
troops.

All this garrison 
Pad been killed and c to pieces be- 
fore or after death. eir bodies or 
their fragments lay in every shape and 
shapelessness or death, in puddles, in 
broken trenches, or on. the edge of deep 
ponds in the shell craters. he. water 
was a wivid green about them or red as 
blood with the color of hign explosive 
gases.

This gunfire of the British, continued

t. Here it had flung up machine gun 
emplacemenhts and made rubbish heaps 
of ‘their casemates and guns. it had 
broken hundreds of rifles into match- 
wood and flung up the kits of the men 
from deep dugouts, littering the earth 
with their pouches and helmets and bits 
of clothing. Where I stood was only 
one patch of ground on the great battle- 


field. 
* It is all lke that, although elsewhere 
the dead are not so thickly clustered. 
For miles it is all pitted with ten-foot 
craters intermingling and leaving not a 
yard of earth untouchetl.

THE ANTI-POLLUTION HEARING. 

The Legislature thinks it neces- 
sary to hold: a hearing today for 
those who oppose the placing. of State 
institutions .upon the watershed 
which supplies this city with drink- 
Img water. The fact that it is. nec- 
essary to ‘hold a hearing is surpris- 
ing and shows that other’ interests 
than those of this city are concerned. 
The residents of this city alone will 
drink the drainage of the institu- 
tions, The strictly local interests 
stand to benefit by the establish- 
ment of a smallcity upon the water- 
shed. which the city. has been at a 
large ,expepse to depopulate. ..The 
general interest of the State is as- 
serted to be against the expense and 
the confession of error which would 
be involved in the retracing * the 
wrong step. 

Persistence in error is not an argu- 
ment ‘which can be allowed; The 
expense ought to fall on those who 
made the error, but, as a matter of 
fact, three-quarters of the cost will 
fall upon this city. It is the chief 
sufferer through the-errer and 
would rather pay the cost than suf- 
fer by it. The suggestion of com- 
promise by forbidding any increase 
in the number of ‘institutions’ en- 
dangering the purity of this city’s 
water in consideration of retaining 
those already on the watershed is a 
device of the enemy. There is a 
joker in the omission of the word 
* maintain” from the prohibition -of 
such institutions. The prohibition of 
future building is consistent with the 
maintenance of institutions already 
built, or so far built that it-is said 
to be extravagant waste not to com- 
plete them. The construction is not 
so objectionable as'the.maintenance, 
and, if only one is to be prohibited, ‘it 
ought to be the maintenance. 

Charly, no institutions of pollution 
would be built if they could not be 
maintained, but if they cap be main- 
tained they may be built. ‘This fe a 
fight which ought to be above petty, 
ecnsiderations of polities or finarce. 
Every one ought to be on ‘the side of 
health, and those who are not for it 
are against it.

Also 
it shows that the great von Moltke, who 
has been. charged with being the leader 
of the: militaristic party in the Prussia 
of his day, desired the Germans to: re- 
main a peace-loving people.

General Approval of the Plan for a 
Thorough Investigation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been greatly pleased to see the 
constructive and helpful editorial article 
in the issue of THz New, York TIMES 
of March 8 dealing with the preblem of 
health insurance. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasized that most of. the 
opposition to the proposal of compul- 
sory health insurance has been that of 
“mere obstructionists, viewing the pro- 
posed action wholly from the standpoint 
of what they think their own financial 
interests arid regardléss of those of the 
general public.”’ 

At the last meetihg of the Board of 
Managers of the New’ York Association 
for Improving the Condition of the; Poor 
the general principles of health insur- 
ance as outlined in Senator Mills’s bill 
were indorsed: It will readily be seen 
that the adoption of ‘sich a measure. 
would very directly affect the problem) 
Of: “relief of  siéknéss” and’ ‘destity 
‘caused™ —— ‘A’ very’ latge 'p 
‘age of the work'which a relief orgail - 
tion. is called upon to do is necessitated’ 
by sickness. Our experience with the 
operation of the workmen’s compensa- 
tion law in its effect in rémoving many 
families completely from the necessity 
of relief leads us to believe that an ex~ 
teusion of this principle to sickness in- 
surance would be’ wise. The care of 
such sickness by insurance is certainly 

much more satisfactory than its .care 
as a relief measure. It is clear, also 
that the sociAl factor in. the causes of 
iliness is very large, und ‘the community 
as well as the individual should: there- 
fore share in the loss caused by illness. 
This, as well as the, desirability from 
the community point <f view of restor- 
ing the individual Ao health at the 
earlie ossible moment, is sufficient 
ground, for the community's econtribu- 
tion to the insurance provided for in 
the proposed legislation. 

The adoption of this legislation would 

also provide an economic motive for 
the prevention of disease, just as the 
adoption of workmen’s compensation 
laws has resulted in the prevention of 
a@ large .number. of accidents which 
formerly occurred, In other. words, 
health insurance would substitute smal] 
payments by the individual while he. is 
well- for large payments wher he is 
sick or for lack of prompt recovery 
because he ‘s unable to make the neces- 
sary payments; it would provide a 
more logical and effective system of 
transferring to the community soine of 
the loss through sickness ,than the re- 
lief method, inadequate at best, and 11 
weuld tend to prevent sickness and its 
‘attendant destitution.

William Francis Sheehan, noted .cor- 
poration lawyer, once Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor ot New. York, and a. power in 
Democratic politics, died early yesterday 
‘morning at his home, 16 East Fifty- 
sixth Street, ‘after an illness of more 
than a year. Hé,had been in. Florida 
since Jan. ~10; and returned home late 
‘Tuesday afternoon. He was suffering 
from kidney disease, and a few hours 
after réaching his home he had a re- 
lapse. His attending physicians were 
}Dr. Samuel Lambert, Dr. Henry BE. 
Bugbee, and Dr. George F. Hoch. 

Mr. Sheehan: was in his fifty-eighth 
year, having been born in Buffalo of 
Irish ancestry Nov. 6, 1859. Since his 
défeat in the State Legislature for the 
nomination of United States Senator in 
1911. following the memorable deadlock, 
'Mr. Shechan had not been active in 
politics. .Back in the, days when David 
B. Hill was Governor, Mr. Sheehan was 
a powerful boss and dominated his 
party. Six times. an Assemblyman, 
serving as Speaker part of the time, 
Mr. Sheehan; in 1891, was elected Lieu- 
tenant Governor. with Governor Roswell 
P. Flower. He was the youngest Lieu- 
tenant Governor in the history of ‘the’ 
Siate, 

Mr. SheeHtan was schooled in, Buffalo 
ward politics, ‘His parents were * 
folk ‘in. poor circumstances, and 
earned money in his boyhood by, —— 
newspapers. .

At the 
age of twenty-one, he was admitted to 
the Bar, and in 1883 he formed a part-,. 
nership with Mr. Tabor, the firm name 
being Tabor, Sheehan, Cunneen & Coats- 
worth ; 


His Rapid Rise at Albany. 


Mr. Sheehan took to politics naturally 
arid ‘was helped along by his’ elder 
brother, John C. Sheehan, who died last 
year, then one of the Democratic ma- 
chine leaders of Buffalo. Before he had 
been two years a voter, young Sheehan 
was a ward leader, member of the 
County Committee. and Chairman of the 


local ,Executive Committee... He had 
himsélf nominated fos the Assembly in 
1884 from the First District in Buffalo 
and was elected and fre-elected six con- 
secutive times. Mr. Sheehan’s rise at 
Albany in the political affairs of the 
State was rapid. He attached himself 
to the then Governor. Hill and goon be- 
came known as the man closest ‘to the 
Governor. .He was an implacable enemy 
of Grover Cleveland and did all in his 
power to defeat Cleveland's nomination 
for the Presidency. When. Cleveland 
went to Washington as. President, the 
Hill-Sheehan forces were firmly in- 
trenched at Albany. A year after going 
to the Assembly Sheehan was the leader 
of -his party. on_the.floor. When his 
party won the Legislature he became 
Speaker, the youngest man except one 
who éver’ held that office. 


‘figured “in many political scandals, but 
always came out triumphant. He was 

a ready speaker, a ¢ ** mixer,’’ and 
had boundless energy. In those days 
tae Democratic minority was opposed to 
all reform legislation, and Sheehan led: 
his party.. The liquor intérests were 
firtaly established at the Capitol and 
Sheehan was not overnice in heading off 
obnoxious legislation. Toward the close 
of the session of 1889 came the first 
big scandal in -which Sheehan figured. 
It. was the Assembly chamber ceiling 
scandal. He and Fremont Cole, the Re- 
publican Speaker,.were on a committee 
appointed to oversee the construction of 
a new ceiling in the Capitol, which, ac- 
cording’ to the specifications, was to be 
made of carved oak. It was really 
made of papier-mach6, In the resultant 
investigation Sheehan. was compelled to 
admft that he had paid no attention to 
the construction. The scandal ,resulted 
in the retirement -of all the nien con- 
nected with it except Shetjen, who -was 
re-elected and resumed is labors 1s 
boss of Erie County. About that time 
Mr. Sheehan got the nickname of ‘‘ Blue- 
aved Billy,’’ which stuck to him through 
life 


Easy with the Corporations. 

In those days the corporations feasted 
fat at Albany. Mr. Sheehan's name be- 
came connected with many “grab” 
bills. The Huckleberry Rajlroad bill 


capitalists and. politicians were inter- 
ested were passed.

BANKS PAID UNDER PROTEST 


at} District Attorney Marshall Expects 
Many Suits Brought by Fhem. 
Will Now Be Abandoned... 


A’unanimous decision handed down 
yesterday by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals sustained the consti- 
tutionality of the war tax of $1 oh each 
$1,000 of capital used or employed by 


trust companies and banks passed by 
the ‘Congress on Oct. 22, 1914. The total 
sum involved amounts to about $10,- 
000 as well as the amount, nearly as 
large, collected under the war tax in 
1908. In briéf the —— if it is af- 
firmed by the United States Supreme 
‘Court, saves‘ the Government from pay- 
ing back something like $20,000,000 to 
the bankimg institutions of the country. 

Trust companies all over the country 
have awaited this decision: with interest, 
as it would determine the disposition 
of suits brought by them for the refund 
of the tax paid under protest. The 
decision was in a suit brought by. the 
farmers’ Loan and Trust Company for 
a refund of $4,809.34 paid under section 
8, subdivision 1' of the War Revenue 
‘tax, which reads: 

‘* Bankers. shall pay $1 of each $1, 000 
of capital used or employed, in 
estimating, capital, surplus, and un- 
Giviued profits shall be included. The 

amount of the annual tax shall in all 
cases be computed on the basis of the 
capital, surplus, and undivided profits 
for the preceding fiscal vear. 

The decision was written by Judge A, 
N. Hand, a: Distric? Judge, who: was 
niling a vacancy. on the Circuit Court 
Bench, and was concurred in by. Judges. 
Coxe and Ward: It reversed a decision 
which Judge Hough directed a jury to 
return in the District Court in May, 
1916.. This action was based on a 
decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals 

a suit of the Farmers Loan and 
Trust Compahy against Collector Treat 
in the Second District in 1908. In that 
suit the facts were stipulated — the 
decision was based on the stipulated 
facts. In the present action there were 
no stipulations.

* The contention made in behalf of the 
trust companies that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue was without: au- 
thority to assess the tax, wae! held by the 
icgourt to be without merit like man- 
ner the court disposed: of the trust com- 
pany’s. contention that,the statute. in 
question was unconstitutional. The 
sweeping character of the decision will 
in all probability lead to the abandcn- 
ment of many suits throughout the 
country brought by the trust companies 
basing their contentions on the decision 
of the old Treat case. In Philadelphia 
sults were brought: by the Real Estate 
Title avd Trust —— and the Ger- 
mantown Trust ‘Company, and were 
tried in the Fall of DIS before Judge 
Dickinson, whe adopted the  Govern- 
ment’s contentions and directed verdicts 
in: favor of the Government.’

In reply to the contention of the trust 
company that its capital, surplus and 
undivided profits were not employed in

both in banking and other busineés. 
The “words ‘ capital, surplus and un- 
divided profits’ relate to no particular 
kind’ of property. but are expressions 
describing (the amount of the*residue of 
the assets after the liabilities have been 
‘deducted.’ 

Any other construction of the ques- 
tions involved, the court said, would 
be unreasonable and would meet with 
the almost inevitable result that trust 
companies, which are close competitors 
of the national banks, at times out- 
strip pping them in business, would‘ be 
found entirely. free from a tax which 
the national banks would have to pay.
